City rejects re-zoning, industrial facilities

A proposal to re-zone a parcel of land to 
allow the construction of three industrial 
buildings at Eureka Road and Huron River 
Drive was met with disdain at the Romulus 
City Council meeting last night 

Citing concerns about traffic, public safety 
and the suitability of the plan presented by 
Wellington Springfield, a developer that 
requested the parcel be rezoned from light to 
heavy industrial to accommodate the indus¬ 
trial facilities, council members voted 7-0 to 
reject the re-zoning application 

The project represents about a $55 million 
investment in the city and would have creat¬ 
ed about 350 jobs, said Tim Stoker of 
Wellington Springfield. 

“We feel this project is consistent with 
what’s already in the area and may not be 
suitable for residential development,” Stoker 


said. “There have been several variances 
approved by the city for industrial facilities in 
areas that were not zoned for them.” 

Part of the land is zoned for light industri¬ 
al. But the facilities Stoker proposed meet 
the definition of heavy industrial. 
Manufacturing of parts and storage for just- 
in-time delivery to automakers would take 
place on the site under the plan. Stoker said. 

That - said council members - would con¬ 
stitute increased traffic along Eureka and 
Huron River as well as other adjacent 
streets. 

“It’s a huge public safety issue,” said 
Mayor Alan Lambert. “I’ve seen people 
backed up for about a half hour there, and 
what if someone needs and emergency vehi¬ 
cle? There’s already a lot of truck traffic 
there - we don’t need more.” 

The project would also not be in line with 
the revised city master plan, which does not 
call for heavy industrial development in the 


area 

Stoker, who has development projects in 
the city, said the project would benefit the 
city in terms of improving the tax base and 
providing jobs - but some council members 
were not swayed. 

“I know this will bring jobs, but is there 
any guarantee that Romulus residents will 
get those jobs?” asked Councilman Harry 
Crout 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff said the city is 
not opposed to the project ideologically, but 
did say the location was not idea. 

“I don’t think any of us would say, ‘We don’t 
want Wellington Springfield here in 
Romulus,”’ he said. This project might be bet¬ 
ter suited for another piece of land.” 

The planning commissioners, before they 
voted against the request scheduled a public 
hearing to solicit input from residents. Nine 
residents stepped forward at that time with 
concerns about noise and traffic.

Bowlers turn out for animal shelter

Another event to help gener¬ 
ate funds for the new city animal 
shelter will take place at the 
Romulus Lanes bowling alley 
next month. 

The “pin tournament” will 
take place at 1 p.m. on April 29. It 
was organized by Councilman 
William Wadsworth - the driving 
force behind the all-volunteer 
effort to build a new shelter 

“It’s going to be a lot of fun, 
and it’s for a great cause,” he 
said. 

The event is typical of a bowl¬ 
ing tournament. Prizes will be 
awarded to the bowlers with the 
highest scores. Raffles take place 


throughout the tournament, and 
bowlers will have an opportunity 
to win a jackpot 

The bowling tournament is an 
annual event that has turned into 
a moneymaker for the shelter 
fund. However, it is only one of 
several community events put on 
by business people, students and 
non-profit groups to help replace 
the battered shelter at the comer 
of Wayne and Goddard roads. 

During the continual fundrais¬ 
ing drive, Wadsworth and other 
volunteers have collected about 
$65,000 for the new shelter. About 
$300,000 is needed to complete a 
new facility. Wadsworth said 
many local contractors and other 
businesses have expressed inter¬ 
est in donating their time and 


skills to the project as well. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
city is working with the Tax 
Increment Financing Authority 
(TIF'A) board to devise a plan for 
a new shelter that is affordable, 
and that an announcement 
regarding a shelter will be made 
sometime this spring 

Currently, the shelter takes in 
about 1,200 stray and lost animals 
peryear 

Registration for the bowling 
tournament is required, and the 
cost is $25 per person or $40 per 
couple.

It’s got a new name, and city 
officials still think it’s a good con¬

Andover Park - a 49-con- 
dominum “cluster” development 
formerly known as Wellesley 
Park - received final site plan 
approval by a unanimous vote of 
city council members Monday 
night The approval gives the go- 
ahead for Franklin Properties to 
move ahead with building the 
condos on a 33-acre parcel of 
land on Ecorse Road, east of 
Wayne Road. 

“I think (the plan) is a very 
attractive, and this is the kind of 
project we want to see in 
Romulus,” said Councilman 
Leroy Burcroff. “They did a good 
job of preserving green space and 
working with the surrounding 
wetlands.” 

Karen Stutzman, a representa¬ 
tive for developer and builder 
Franklin Properties, said she was 
glad the city was able to come to 
an agreement and that construc¬ 
tion would begin as soon as the 
proper permits were obtained. 

“We’re going to start the per¬ 
mit process immediately, and we 
could break ground this year, but 
I think the more likely scenario is 
next spring,” she said. 

In January, Andrew Milia, the 
owner of Franklin Properties, 
came before the council to ask for

A1 Smolen, former fire chief 
and deputy director of public 
safety for Van Buren Township, 
has resigned. 

Smolen said that after more 
than 14 years with Van Buren 
Township, he was ready to pur¬ 
sue new opportunities. His last 
official day was Feb. 24 

‘Tm obviously very emotional¬ 
ly mixed because I’ll miss the 
people I worked with,” he said. 
‘Til also miss the excitement, but 
I won’t miss the stress and the 
demand of the job. It’s very 
demanding and requires a lot of 
work. 

“It was something I’ve been 


thinking about and after several 
years of being a firefighter, it’s 
time to pursue other things,” 
Smolen added. 

He started in the fire fighting 
field 29 years ago. After he was 
hired for a position at the Van 
Buren Township Fire 
Department, he not only made 
the area his new home, but he 
also became the first full-time 
fire chief in the department 

During his tenure, Smolen has 
helped to create a highly quali¬ 
fied and professional fire depart¬ 
ment by improving equipment, 
trucks and the level of service. 
He has also been a part of two 
new fire stations on the way, he 
said.

“He resigned and it was a 
mutual agreement between both 
parties (the township and 
Smolen),” said Champagne 
Champagne also said the 
department will be posting a job 
position for a new fire chief, but 
it is unclear when at this time.

Both Champagne and Smolen 
said the arbitration had nothing 
to do with the resignment 

“I’m not leaving on bad terms 
and I’ll always have a fond place 
in my heart for the people I 
worked with,” said Smolen. 
“TWenty nine years is a long-time. ! 
This was a positive thing. I 
enjoyed my job, but now I’m very- 
much looking forward to the 
future.” 

Now, Smolen said, he plans to 
pursue teaching in the fire-fight¬ 
ing field for both area colleges as 
well as training agencies. 

“Besides that I just want to 
keep busy and find something 
less stressful,” he said. 


2 face robbety charge 


Two suspects accused of a 
home invasion in Belleville were 
arraigned last Saturday. 

According to Sgt Bob Dawson 
of the Belleville Police 
Department, the two women who 
are in their mid 30-40s, were 
caught at about 9 p.m. on March 2 
breaking into an apartment at the 
Tuscan Manor complex in 
Belleville. 

Dawson said the apartment 
resident went upstairs to do laun¬ 
dry and left the door unlocked.

Discount to City, State and County Employees 
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Bill would require health benefits for some employees

Some companies employing more 
than 10,000 workers are placing an 
undue burden on their employees and 
the beleaguered state Medicaid system 
by not offering them sufficient and 
affordable health insurance, according to 
bill introduced by State Sen. Ray 
Basham. 

Dubbed the “Deadbeat Boss” bill, the 
proposed legislation is part of an effort 
by the United Food and Commercial 
Workers to push businesses with more 
than 10,000 employees to either provide 
more comprehensive health insurance at 
an affordable cost, or reimburse the state 
for Medicaid related expenses. 

The effort is part of the union’s nation¬ 
wide effort to force the hand of WalMart 
Corp., the largest civilian employer in the 


United States, to insure more of the 
workforce. A report released by the 
union called America Pays indicated that 
Michigan taxpayers may have paid $23 
million to provide publicly-subsidized 
health care benefits to company workers. 

According to supporters of the bill, 
when workers a these companies 
become seriously ill, they rely on state 
provided Medicaid assistance to pay for 
medical bills because they can’t afford to 
pay for company-provided insurance. 

Basham said that amounts to corpo¬ 
rate welfare because every citizen pays 
for Medicaid. 

“Our Medicaid system was never 
meant to be a free health care program 
for corporations who want to maximize 
profits by denying health care to their 
workers,” said Basham. “Taxpayers have 
every right to feel outraged that they are 
being forced to subsidize some of the 


most highly profitable companies in the 
world.” 

Specifically, the bill would require 
that companies that employ more than 
10,000 workers invest at least 8 percent of 
the payroll cost into health care coverage 
for employees. Employers who refuse 
will be required to reimburse the state 
for the difference. Those revenues would 
be placed in a “Flair Share Health Care 
F\md,” to reimburse taxpayers. 

In western Wayne County, WalMart 
operates two superstores, each of which 
employs about 200 workers. Those stores 
are located in Canton Township on Ford 
Road and in Van Buren Township on 
Belleville Road. 

Statistics provided by the Department 
of Human Services indicate that of the 18 
Michigan employers with more than 
10,000 or more workers, only four have 
percentages of employees on Medicaid 


in the double digits. Basham said that 
neither the state nor the federal govern¬ 
ment would release the names of those 
companies to him. 

Basham said Michigan taxpayers can¬ 
not bear the burden of paying for what 
employers used to view as an integral 
part of employee compensation. 

“We have at least four large corpora¬ 
tions in Michigan that refuse to take 
responsibility for the costs associated 
with providing health care to their work¬ 
ers,” he said. 

“With an already-strained state bud¬ 
get, the taxpayers of Michigan can no 
longer be expected to pick up the tab on 
what is just a cost of doing business.” 

A similar law was enacted in 
Maryland after Gov. Robert Erlich vetoed 
it Bipartisan support for the bill spurred 
a 28 override of that veto, however

Student heads to state competition

A vivid dream led Romulus 
resident Valerie Yates to a doc¬ 
tor’s office one afternoon late in 
2002 

But Yates, a 46-year-old single 
mother of two, still couldn’t 
believe it when her physician 
told her she had stage four breast 
cancer Needless to say, the news 
upended her world. 

“I had no family history of 
this, and I was pretty shocked,” 
she said. “But once I had that 
dream, I just knew something 
was wrong with me.” 

What happened during the 
next four years - in addition to 
fighting for her survival - played 
out like bad dream. Her disease, 
which required regular 
chemotherapy sessions, seven 
surgeries and daily medications 
were not completely covered by 
Medicaid, leaving Yates thou¬ 
sands of dollars in debt 

“It’s terrible being in debt and 
being sick at the same time,” she 
said. “There are constant wor¬ 
ries. You’re always wondering 
how you’re going to pay for 
necessities like food and house¬ 
hold items.” 

Now cancer-free, Yates is now 
holding an event she hopes will 


help other cancer survivors pay 
those bills not covered by their 
insurance. The “Victory at the 
Venue” concert will take place at 
the Venue bar in Dearborn and 
will benefit the Jessie Bernard 
Flmd, which is part of Karmanos 
Cancer Institute “FYiends 
Raising FUnds” campaiga 

The concert, scheduled for 
Friday, April 28, will feature five 
local bands. Music lovers will be 
able to enjoy great music for a 
donation to a good cause, said 
Yates. 

“The Jessie Bernard Fund 
was set up to help people with 
their bills,” she said. “People 
who receive treatment from 
Karmanos will be able to apply 
for some funds to help them pay 
for medication they need to 
recover” 

Yates added that she hopes 
the concert will raise about 
$3,500. 

The five bands that have vol¬ 
unteered their time are Mind 
Candy, Soul Circus, 60-Second 
Crush, Ray Street Pak and 
Carnage. Jazz musician and poet 
Rudy DeSantis will also play a 
special set, and a speaker from 
Karmanos will also be on-hand 
to tell people more about how 
their donations will be used. 

Maureen Bender, the director 


of the Friends Raising Funds 
program at Karmanos, said 
events like Yates’ are a powerful 
tool in ongoing fight against can¬ 
cer 

“The friends program hosts 
about 120 events a year, and it 
brings in about $700,000 to 
$800,000 per year,” she said. “It’s 
a great way to create a buzz 
around cancer in that it keeps 
people informed. We allow every 
person or group that has an 
event or us to chose which fund 
they’d like to contribute to. 
Valerie (Yates) has strong feelings 
about people being able to pay 
their bills, so it makes sense this 
event would benefit the Jessie 
Bernard Flmd.” 

Yates said she’s hoping for a 
big turnout, and that she’s 
impressed with the interest the 
management of the Venue, as 
well as the bands, showed in the 
concert 

“I was a little out of my ele¬ 
ment with this, but I was able to 
get a yes answer from so many 
people, and it makes you feel 
good,” she said. “I’d like to do 
another event like this soon 
because helping others takes you 
out of yourself and your strag¬ 
gles.”

Since a busy election season is almost upon us, here’s a lesson in 
public relations, 101. 

This lesson comes courtesy of John Barden, a Romulus City 
Councilman and Wayne County appointee, but it could just as easily 
have happened to anyone 

On Jan. 16, Barden was arrested for suspicion of drunken driving 
when Wayne County Sheriff’s deputies found him slumped over the 
wheel of his car, with the motor running 

Police reports indicated that, as Barden was escorted into a Wayne 
County SherifF patrol car, he allegedly asked for professional courtesy, 
stating his political affiliations. He also told the officers he was disap¬ 
pointed that they didn’t show him the proper respect After the inci¬ 
dent he virtually dropped out of sight didn’t respond to calls from the 
media. He didn’t attend the next Romulus City Council meeting, 
either 

Granted, an issue like this isn’t easy to talk about The nature of the 
incident is one that will spark outrage in most of us. But given his 
presence on the Romulus City Council, his status as an assistant to 
Wayne County Executive Bob Ficano and his relative prominence in 
the Romulus community - he is a member of the Department of 
Senior Citizens Services and Veterans Affairs and is well-known in 
the school district where he often volunteers - that’s exactly what he 
should have done 

Mistakes happen to everyone. It’s how we respond to them that 
shows the content of our character The longer the people have to wait 
for an explanation, excuse, apology or whatever, the more likely 
they’ll be to meet it with skepticism. Ask vice-president Dick Cheney 
if he agrees. The simple fact is that silence breeds thoughts of conspir¬ 
acies or government cover-ups they way a damp log breeds mush¬ 
rooms. 

What’s the lesson here? 

Get out in front of it Confronting a problem will always yield better 
results than running from it Admit your mistake, point out everything 
you’ve done for the community and promise that it will never happen 
agaia In short, make a public, earnest apology. At the time Barden 
was dealing with several stressful issues - including a death in the 
family - that may have weighed on his admittedly wrong decision to 
drink and drive. 

We’re not making light of the situation - drunk driving is a serious 
issue - but the public is generally forgiving when it comes to one-time 
mistakes. After all, we’re all adults here, even if we don’t act like it all 
the time.

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Hey Lansing - remember Wayne? 


A restriction on the number of check cashing or payday advance 
businesses in Wayne may seem like a small issue, but it could have a 
big impact on the city. 

Regardless of the outcome, though, it shows that city officials are 
once again proactive in their efforts to reduce blight and control the 
types of firms that can open in the city. 

Fbr those that don’t know, the city was able to add the businesses to 
the regulated use list, which means they have to follow the same proce¬ 
dure as bars and taverns and other less than desirable businesses like 
tattoo parlors, adult-oriented shops and massage parlors. They can’t 
open one within 500 feet of another such use, which means they will be 
generally fewer and scattered throughout the city rather than concen¬ 
trated in one area They’ll require approval from neighbors, if they’re 
within 500 feet of a residential area and a variance from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, too. 


Another election season is upon us and I can 
hardly wait 

There’s a bit of sarcasm in there that comes 
from both my professional side and as a resident of 
the City of Wayne, where our state representative is 
term-limited out of office. 

Wayne is located in the 20th House of 
Representatives district for some reason, a portion 
of the district that connects to a sliver of Canton 
Township and then Northville and Plymouth, 
which make up the bulk of it Anyone can see that 
it’s easy for little old Wayne to be forgotten in such 
a Republican stronghold. It’s virtually impossible 
for any Democrat to take the seat regardless of 
how his or her Republican predecessor faired dur¬ 
ing their term. 

No, the Republicans didn’t do Wayne any favors 
when they redrew the districts after the last feder¬ 
al census and no doubt that was by design. 

It’s one of the things that frustrates me living in 
a city that was once the heart of western Wayne 
County. 

• I sit in the city council meetings, watching the 
council and administration draft resolutions in 
opposition of things that negatively impact the city 
and later read the form letters responses they 
received from the governor or senate or whomever 
they direct their correspondence to. 

“Thanks for your input let us know if we can be 
of any help,” is essentially what most of them say. 

A concerted effort from local and state officials 


wasn’t enough to keep the secre¬ 
tary of state office open, even 
though it makes more sense to 



expand and renovate an office on Michigan 
Avenue, with easy access and plenty of parking, 
than it did one in a cramped parking lot off Wayne 
Road in Westland. 

There are other issues that have come up, too. It 
makes me wonder, what else do we have to do? 

It also makes me wonder if the change in the 
legislature will benefit this heavily democratic 
community. 

With no incumbent to unseat, the race should 
attract a wide base of candidates. Already there 
are three confirmed candidates and one potential 
one - all of whom live in Plymouth. Hopefully, 
before the deadline passes in a couple of months, 
we’ll see some hopefuls from this side of the bor¬ 
der, too. 

We’ve talked before about the concept of Wayne 
pride. Officials are working at attracting attention 
at a local level, even though communities around 
us are facing larger improvements - casinos and 
shopping malls in Romulus, a proposed lifestyle 
center at Michigan Avenue and 1-275 in Canton, a 
regional marketing plan designed around 
Westland Mall to the north, work under way in the 
school district to compete with other ‘higher pro¬ 
file’ districts. We’re taking a few baby steps, too. It’s 
time for us to have someone in Lansing that knows 
how important we were, and can be agaia

Fbr years, I’ve objected to the Westland city motto, 
The Place To Be.’ 

The slogan has never seemed like a strong declar¬ 
ative. It always seemed unfinished, like there should 
be something more to it It needs another word or 
phrase, something along the lines of Westland, “The 
Place To Be Joyful” or successful, or attacked by 
squirrels, or abducted by aliens. 

However, I believe that recently I may have finally 
figured out what happened. It’s only a theory, of 
course, but I believe that when city officials were 
searching for the perfect phrase to round out the slo¬ 
gan, they turned to the community for their input and 
to hear their views. Unfortunately, the residents did¬ 
n’t know about the meeting, didn’t care about the 
matter, or figured someone else would offer a great 
suggestion so their attendance would be superfluous. 
No one showed up and frustrated city leaders just 
left the motto unfinished. 

I had plenty of time to ponder the mystery of the 
city motto during the citizens’ comments section of 
the first Westland Town Hall Meeting of 2006. The 
mayor, the directors of every department in the city, 
most of the city council, State Sen. Laura Toy, and a 
representative from Congressman Thaddeus 
McCotter’s office were all there ready to talk about 
progress in the city, to answer questions from resi¬ 


dents and to address any con¬ 
cerns they might have. Only two 
residents spoke. 

As a life-long Westland resi¬ 



dent, one thing I know for certain is that Westland 
residents have problems and concerns just like resi¬ 
dents of every other community. Yet despite being 
constantly bombarded by family, friends, and neigh¬ 
bors who gripe about trashcans that are artfully 
stacked in front of their mailbox week after week or 
grumble about vacant buildings in their area or get 
upset by roads that flood constantly, not only did 
nobody speak up, nobody showed up. 

Now, before I go any further, I want to make some¬ 
thing clean I do realize that some politically involved 
people can’t make evening meetings. Perhaps they 
work or go to school in the afternoons, are afraid to 
drive after dark, couldn’t find a ride, had a serious 
scheduling conflict, or are uncomfortable in crowds. 
To these people, thanks anyway and enjoy it on 
cable. 

That said, I think that it is sad that in one of the 
largest cities in the state many, if not most, of the 
seats were empty. I’m left to wonder what happened.

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Every now and then a movie comes along that 
causes people to shake their heads. 

Not because it’s so good, but because it is so 
bad. Their disbelief originates in that something of 
its caliber made it through the Hollywood maze 
and onto the big screea 

Ultraviolet is one of those films that should 
make people lose faith in Hollywood, and 
rightfully so. 

During the last decade the art of 
filmmaking has greatly decreased, 
which is quite a conundrum 
because technology in the field has 
greatly improved. Now, the only 
films hitting the mainstream audi¬ 
ences are flashy computer generat¬ 
ed garbage laden with optical-barf¬ 
ing special effects and acidic fast 
cuts. 

Whatever happened to the good 
ole days of The Godfather and Blade 
Runner, when movies were creat¬ 
ed as an art medium rather than to 
please the ADHD MTV generation? 

Ultraviolet is just that—a mind¬ 
jarring live-action adaptation of an 
Anime graphic novel in need of a 
high dosage of Ritalin. 

Don’t tell Tom Cruise that; he might 
consider it “glim.” Anyway, his upcom¬ 
ing Mission Impossible 3 could gamer 
the same reaction. But that’s another 
review for another day. 

There were no expectations, especial¬ 
ly high ones, going into Ultraviolet. That’s 
what made it so bad—it exceeded even 
the worst of possibilities. 

Writer-director Kurt Wimmer 
attempts to make it a sleek futuris¬ 
tic movie about a government-creat¬ 


ed disease that leaks out to the normal populous, 
transforming humans when infected into faster, 
stronger hybrids known as Hemophiles. This new 
breed is apparently an off-shoot of the mythical 
Vampire race - complete with fangs - but lacking 
the blood sucking. However, that—like everything 
else in the film—is not explained, leaving more 
questions than answers at the end. I , 

Those humans infected with the sense-enhanc¬ 
ing disease are marked with an armband and 
forced to wear a mask, ostracizing them from the 
rest of mankind. However, there are groups of 
Hemophiles that refuse to be treated like outcasts. 
Naturally they form a rebellion One of them is the 
ultra warrior Violet (Mia Jovovich). 

Violet believes in her cause until she hijacks an 
object from Daxus (Nick Chinlund), the leader of 
the government group in charge of eradicating the 
Hemophile rebels. The package, however, con¬ 
tains a little boy named Six. 

Six, played by Cameron Bright—the same 
creepy little boy that seduced Nicole Kidman in 
the movie Birth —is actually an ultra threat to 
Violet and her kind. He was created by Daxus to 
infect the Hemophiles with a form of protein anti¬ 
gens that would kill off the hybrid race. All of 
them. 

Violet’s fellow rebels want the boy dead. Daxus 
wants him back and everyone else dead. She does¬ 
n’t want Six dead because she feels that whatever 
is in his blood could also cure the Hemophiles. So 
she steals him and everybody wants her dead. As 
you see, a lot of people want a lot of other people 
dead. See where this is going? 

This wouldn’t be an over-the-top sci-fi comic¬ 
book movie if it didn’t have ridiculous technology 
and weapons. 

Well, Violet has it alL

Film is well worth the trip 


If there was a way to look up troubled cop’ in a 
movie dictionary, you might find a picture of Bruce 
Willis next to it 

Willis portrays the reluctant hero better than most 
and he’s true to form in 16 Blocks. 

Willis plays Det. Jack Mosely, a tired, rundown 
police officer who, at the beginning of the film, is just 
looking forward to the end of his shift 

That isn’t destined to happen, though, because he’s 
sequestered for one last job as he’s walking out the 
door, a seemingly easy trip to escort prisoner Eddie 
Bunker (Mos Def) to the courthouse a mere 16 blocks 
away. Mosely has two hours to make the trip so that 
Bunker can testify and blow the lid off a group of cor¬ 
rupt New York City police officers. 

Willis’ experience with run-down police officers is a 
relatively long one. Most recently he starred in that 
role in Sin City. Here, though, his weakness is not his 
age or heart, but his addiction to alcohol. 

Indeed, things start to go south for him and Bunker 
when he stops on the trip to buy some liquor 

He comes out of the store, bottles in hand, and 
instinctively shoots someone who is trying to get to his 
witness. The chase is on, sort of. 

There’s a lot to like about the film, which was writ¬ 
ten by Richard Wenk and directed by Richard Donner 
of Lethal Weapon fame. 

Promoted as a thriller, it certainly is that But it’s not 
the kind of thriller that might be popular with today’s 
explosion-guzzling audiences. It’s essentially a long 
chase scene between Mosely, Bunker and the cops that 
want to stop them, but it is more than a collection of 
escalating danger and damage and improbable 
escapes. 

There are breaks, as if the 
film was following Mosely’s 


pace. He’s always tried, trying 
to get over a hangover and 
figure out his next step at 
the same time. He gradual¬ 
ly returns to the sharp-wit¬ 
ted officer he was in his 
prime and at the same time 
Bunker gradually learns that 
his best chance for survival is with 
this seemingly discarded man. 

There are plenty of tense scenes 
between Mosely and his former part¬ 
ner, Frank Nugent, now a mid-level 
chief in the New York system and one of 
the officers that will be hurt by the testi¬ 
mony. Nugent is played with sinister per¬ 
fection by David Morse, calm, rational 
and calculating even when his actions are 
irrational. 

In the end, 16 Blocks is a Bruce Willis 
movie, so the audience goes into it knowing 
everything will turn out in the end. The way 
it does, though, is more satisfying than a typi¬ 
cal Hollywood ending. 

Def, for his part, is a bit of a surprise, too. 
Sure his sidekick role is typical of most 
‘buddy’ roles: he talks way too much and uses 
an irritating, high pitched tone to boot But we 
gradually see there’s a reason for it He’s not try¬ 
ing to be irritating and might not be in a normal 
situatioa He’s just scared, is all, and talks con¬ 
stantly because of it. It’s a performance of 
unexpected nuances. 

16 Blocks has all the elements of a tradi¬ 
tional thriller, but it uses them better than 
most It’s certainly worth the trip.

here, but it’s all been used or it 
all will get used,” Bishop said. 

Bishop first found her way 
into her unique niche in early 
1989. She was a freelance decora¬ 
tor then, working with companies 
to dress up their businesses in 
differing themes. Word started to 
spread, she said, and she gath¬ 
ered first one, then another large 
corporate account 

“It got to the point where I 
couldn’t handle everything 
myself,” she said. 

One thing led to another and 
she soon found herself under the 
mall, where the business has 
prospered for more than a 
decade. 

The company provides the 
atmosphere for large corporate 
events and other smaller events 
like weddings or themed parties. 


Working for companies like 
Lipari Foods, they’ve created a 
fake Oscar celebration - com¬ 
plete with gigantic spools of film, 
statues and Holly glitz, a market¬ 
place straight out of the Old West, 
with company executives fea¬ 
tured in stylistic wanted posters, 
Mardi Gras and a sub oceanic 
showcase where patrons looked 
around them to find multicolored 
coral, plants and exotic sea life 
and looked above them to see the 
bottoms of docks and the hulls of 
boats.

52-49 back in January, Clark proved he 
could still play in his old gym. 

He led the Eagles with 19 points and 17 
rebounds in last Tuesday’s contest 

It didn’t start out as the normal 
Belleville-Romulus match-up. Both teams 
started off slow. It took Romulus nearly half 
of the first quarter to score their first field 
goal However, the Eagles led, 10-5, heading 
into the second frame. 

The Eagles really turned things around 
in the second, scoring 26 points and taking 
a hefty 10-point lead at the half. 

Romulus managed that lead through the 
rest of the game, as Belleville never came 
closer than seven in the final period of play.

Belleville outscored River Rouge 21-12 
in the final, which was enough for the win. 

“We just had to get it done defensively in 
the fourth,” Krogel said. “Marius and 
Carlos both got hot for us offensively and 
we finally got some stops on defense. As a 
group, we shut them down on offense.”

In accordance with P.A. 359 of 1941, as amended and Chapter 19, Article 3, of the 
Romulus Code of Ordinances it shall be the duty of all owners of lands on which 
noxious weeds are found growing, to destroy the same before they reach a seed bear¬ 
ing stage and to prevent such weeds from becoming a detriment to public health. 

If any such owner, agent or occupant of such land shall refuse to destroy such nox¬ 
ious weeds or cause them to be destroyed, it shall be the duty of the Noxious Weed 
Commissioner to enter upon such land and destroy such noxious weeds. 

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to growing any small 
grain crop such as wheat, oats, barley or rye. 

All weeds not cut by May 1, 2006 will be cut by the City and the owner of the prop¬ 
erty will be charged with the cost. Subsequent violations will result in additional cut¬ 
tings and will be done as often as necessary when vegetation reaches 12 inches in 
height and/or seed bearing stage. 

Any expense incurred in such destruction shall be paid by the owner or owners of 
such land, and the city shall have a lien against such land for such expense. Any 
owner who shall refuse to destroy such noxious weeds shall also be subject to a fine 
of not more than $100.00 per cutting in the discretion of the court. 

All refuse and debris on the given owners property will be removed by the City at 
the owners’ expense.
